Alberta Tories will be selling off 
the University and having students 
pay 100 percent of their tuition any 
day now if you believe the Edmon- 
ton Journal. 

Not so, according to Bob 
Dawson, executive assistant to 
Minister of Advanced Education 
Jack Ady, who says this past 
weekend’s Banff conference dis- 
played a variety of viewpoints. 

“There was a wide range of 
opinions....Like every report, it 
doesn’t tell the whole picture.” 

The session on post-secondary 
education at which both Dawson 
and Ady were present, was part of 
the Tories’ annual convention to 
discuss party policy and the fu- 
ture. Many suggestions on ad- 
vanced education came out of what 
Dawson terms the “firing line.” 

“In fact, [the comments were] 
very typical ofa lot of things you’d 
hear at the mike anywhere. There 
was a wide spectrum of opinions. 
There were no resolutions passed, 
no policies made.”

Students’ Union president-elect 
Suzanne Scott has scored two vic- 
tories this year.

Ezra Levant, one of the 
conference’s delegates, and a Uni- 
versity of Alberta Law student who 


attended the session, advocates the 
privatization of some faculties. 

“It’s time we started looking at 
our options. Maybe there’s another 
way to get education that has high 
quality, but is privately funded,” 
said Levant Monday. 

“I thought that especially with 
the funding crunch, we could look 
at privatizing the law school. 

“Selling off the Law school 
makes a lot of sense to the commu- 
nity, the University...and students, 
giving thema valuable professional 
degree.” 

Levant said he believes the pro- 
vincial Tories won't be quick to 
make any decisions on post-sec- 
ondary education alterations. 

“Obviously the Tory govern- 
ment is not going to jump into any 
decisions without a lot of public 
consultation. I think we should re- 
assess how education is run in this 
province. The U of A has to catch 
up with the times.

I have 
lost my chance to lead the people 
of Italy out of the political wilder- 
ness.” 

However, political observers

evaluation in the five classes I’m 
enrolled in,” said Brad Shillington, 
a third year Education student. 

In the faculty of Arts, for ex- 
ample, “Not every class is evalu- 
ated every year. We have a policy 
that all non-tenured faculty be as- 
sessed every year until they have 
tenure,” said David Hall, acting 
associate dean for Social Sciences 
and Interdisciplinary Studies. 

Hall noted that the policy re- 
quires that a “question rating the 
instructor” be within the context of 
at least five other questions regard- 
ing the class and instructor. 

One argument against rating in- 
structors on a yearly basis is that 
the answers tend to be the repeti- 
tive. 

“We find that doingit every year 
produces basically the same re- 
sults,” said Hall. “ Also, very small 
classes don’t produce statistically 
reliable results.” 

However, starting next year, ev- 
ery department in every faculty 
will be required to administer a 
standardized teaching evaluation 
questionnaire at the completion of 
every course, regardless of tenure. 

According to Jo-Anne Bishop, 
Students’ Union vp academic, the 
questions will be quite general, but 
faculties and departments will be 
given the opportunity to include 
additional questions. She believes 
the new system will alleviate cur- 
rent systemic problems with the 
course evalutions. 

“I don’t think it’s being enforced 
strongly enough by the deans and 
the department chairs. With uni- 
versal course evaluations it’s go- 
ing to be mandatory, sothey’Il have 
no choice in the matter.”

time. This isn’t the “Oh, I got an 8 
instead of a 9, I’m so sad” condi- 
tion; this is “I really don’t have any 
reason to do anything anymore.” 
Or worse, it’s “life is becoming 
more painful than the alternative.” 
Ugly, really ugly, stuff. It saddens 
me that Cobain—or anyone else— 
can end up in this Way. 

I have a close friend who came 
very close to quite rationally end- 
ing her life this winter. She’s one of 
the strongest people I know, and to 
find her like this was, well, diffi- 
cult. I couldn’t 
simply pass 
her off as a 
flake, or a 
spoiled brat, or 
a weakling. In- 
stead I had to 
deal with the 
horrific fact 
that an intelli- 
gent, caring, 
popular, and 
talented indi- 
vidual — and 
my friend— 
\, had come to 
see herself as 
better off dead. 
She would be 
dead, now (she 
used to work 
for the suicide 
hotline, so she 
knows all the 
best ways to go 
about it), if not 
for unintentionally very well-timed 
interruptions from friends. 

My friend needed to feel “con- 
nected,” as she puts it. She needed 
to know that someone cared for 
her, for just who she was; that there 
was someone there for her and that 
there were people who would suf- 
fer if she died. She got what she 
needed, and is still around, and is 
getting better. Cobain, on the other 
hand... didn’t. 

Was Kurt Cobain’s need to feel 
connected? I can’t say. No one can, 
now. But think about this: how 
many actual friends do you think 
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he had? How many people didn’t 
care about his success, his money, 
his supposed power? How many 
people loved—or evenliked—him 
for him? 

Certainly, Cobain is not blame- 
less. But he needed help. How 


many of his friends knew that he 
was in trouble and did nothing? 
How about his family? (HA! All 
his Mom can say is (and I quote) 
“Now he’s gone and joined the 
stupid club. I told him not to join 
that club.” Gee, Mom, thanks for

your sympathy (and compassion.) 
Anyone? Nope. As oddasitseems, 
Kurt Cobain likely died feeling like 
he was completely alone in the 
world. 

And that makes me feel nothing 
but sadness.

Isit alone in the room. As yet, no 
one else has arrived. I look around 
and notice that am surrounded by 
several beaten-up computers each 
with discarded diskettes, papers 
and pop cans strewn around them. 
The walls are covered with a ran- 
dom assortment of photographs 
and illustrations layered some- 
times three or four thick. An order 
seems to arise from the chaos as I 
notice that photos bearing similar 
themes have been clustered to- 
gether; photos of athletic events 
share one area while simple pic- 
tures of people from the shoulders 
up, or snapshots of large groups of 
people and individuals in mid- 
speech are delegated to another 
section of the wall. The wall to the 
left of the dooris composed mostly 
of cupboards with shelves cluttered 
with an assortment of items, each 
becoming indistinguishable from 
the other to form an intimidating 
mass. I willspend most of the next 
sixteen to eighteen hours in this 
room, working to produce the Gate- 
way, a university students’ news- 
paper. 

The day begins with the “line 
counts” which are an itemized ac- 
count of the advertising for the 
day’s paper; these determine how 
big the paper will be. The counts 
are obtained from Marilyn King, 
the Advertising Manager. While 
passing over the sheets Marilyn 
fills me in on any important details 
about special requests made by ad- 
vertisers. Once this is out of the 
way we get on to the important 
stuff—gossiping and goofing 
around. More often than not I com- 
plain and Marilyn listens. Often 
she takes it upon herself to play 
“Mother Hen” asking me if I’ve 
eaten or slept enough, how I’m 
doing in school, or if I’m working 
too hard. We’ve worked together 
for three years and our relation- 
ship has grown beyond the role 
outlined by our jobs. This is not an 
atypical occurrence at the Gateway 


as the intense working relation- 
ship amongst the staff breeds ei- 
ther contempt or love. 

After determining the logical 
number of pages based on the line 
counts the editors of the different 
sections of the paper are gathered 
together for the production meet- 
ing. The group crammed into the 
editor-in-chief’s (EiC) office is a 
rowdy, vocal pack, each contribut- 
ing to the overall character of the 
Gateway offices. Stephen, the EiC, 
sits cross-legged in the chair be- 
hind his desk, while the managing 
editor, Chris (“Fish”), finds the 
highest point in the room to perch 


and babble loudly. Jay and Juliet, 
the news editors, taunt each other 
as they discuss each other’s vari- 
ous failings. Bob, the sports editor, 
sits on the sofa clutching his list of 
photo requests to give to the photo 
editor, Kevin, who slips almost si- 
lently into the room. Dave, the en- 
tertainment editor, comes into the 
room late, as usual. Stephen begins 
the meeting with his usual declara- 
tion of his point score insome video 
game ora countdown to how many 
days until the premiere of a new 
science-fiction show. 

Itell the editors how many pages 
I propose the paper should be, 
which inevitably turns into a small 
tempest of voices as a number of 
them argue why the paper should 
be smaller or larger. Today, they 
are arguing in favour of a smaller 
paper which leads Fish to habitu- 
ally demand the exact opposite. A 
number is decided on, and I ask 


each editor how many pages they 
would like for their section: that 
day. Again, Fish wants more than 
anyone else, more than realistically 
possible, and the room once again 
explodes into a flurry as I double 
check their page requests to the 
line counts and special ad place- 
ment requirements. Often at this 
point I remind Fish in a loud tone 
of voice to shut the fuck up sol can 
think clearly. Today, he has de- 
cided to intermittently quote lines 
from The Planet of The Apes or yell 
out my name like a siren wail. 

The meeting is adjourned, and 
each of the editors head for their 
particular tasks. Fish leaves the of- 
fice to do “errands,” which means 
that he will not return until six 
o'clock in the evening. Bob crosses 
the hall into his office and closes 
the door to work (or play darts), 
while Jay and Juliet continue their 
search for the latest news breaks. 
Dave returns to his desk and an- 
swer his constantly ringing phone. 
He also makes habitual trips to the 
mail room to check on the fax ma- 
chine. Kevin, Stephen, and I slip 
out of the room toward our tasks. 

Icome into the production room 
to find Michelle, a volunteer, wait- 
ing to assist me in setting up the 
templates. We spend a majority of 
the afternoon wandering around 
the room, from computers to tables, 
clutching ads and trying to find a 
place to put them on the templates. 
I'm often found screeching “What 
the hell kind of dimensions are 
these?” or “This goddamned ad is 
the wrong size again!” This ritual 
can be likened to solving a jigsaw 
puzzle but by dinnertime the pages 
are ready for the editors to begin 
their layout. 

Bob is the first to begin, as he sits 
down in front of his terminal, slips 
a disc into the drive slot, and starts 
placing stories on his pages. After 
a short while, he is joined by Dave, 
who sits at a terminal beside his, 
and repeats the same pattern. The 
night moves forward with volun- 
teers occasionally wandering in

Fish 
finally saunters past me into the 
production room, sits down at his 
computer, puts on his headphones, 
and begins to work.

Dave, Jay, Juliet, Fish and Bob sit 
shuffling their mice and tapping 
on their keyboards. Stephen has 
come back into the room and now 
begins to read pages as they come 
out of the printer. He eventually 
returns pages to the editors, each 
sheet covered with blue pen marks 
calling for corrections. The tension 
and monotony begins to get the 
better of the staff and Fish is the 
first to react. Complaining about 
the heat, he takes off his shirt flaps 
his arms in the air and starts to 
voice every thought that crosses 
his mind, be it relevant or irrel- 
evant, brilliant or silly. The work 
continues despite Fish’s outbursts. 
His breakdown is soon, however, 
followed by Jay and Juliet’s which

couple of generations for it to sink 
in, we took in that idea and hung 
everything else on it. Maybe rela- 
tivity didn’t start the idea. Maybe 
relativity was a part of a larger, 
invisible zeitgeist of thought, but 
the effect was the same. 

That’s why now, and for the last 
generation, we’ve been openly 
questioning things that have al- 
ways been taken for granted.

way. And this 

time it’s going to shatter our world, 
the world we're used to. 

This time, the idea comes from 
math. We're already hearing about 
it here and there. It’s chaos theory. 

Chaos theory in its way is even 
more fundamental than relativity. 
Relativity tells us how to look at 
certain concrete elements of our 
universe and interpret them. Chaos 
is telling us how to look at looking 


at, period. 

There’s a staggeringly large 
number of things in this universe 
which are almost infinitely com- 
plex. Weather. Markets. The interi- 
ors of atoms. Human minds. We’ve 
been trying to figure out how 
they’re organized. Now we know 
we can’t. They aren’t organized. 

But we do know that they have 
order. Not organization—order. 
There’s a difference. Organization 
isimposed from above, orderarises 
from below, and that’s the nub of 
the matter. 

This new idea, on a par with 
there are no priveleged reference frames 
is that low order simple systems can 
create high-order, inherently unpre- 
dictable complexities. 

This one’s spinning new ideas 
off it even faster than relativity— 
it’s more like a mutating virus than 
a pinwheel. We're going to get toys 
here, too—lots of fun data com- 
pression to make our computers 
way faster and things like that. But

again, like relativity, when thisidea 
really sinks in, it’s going to change 
everything. 

Because now we know that or- 
ganization does not cause order. 
Just because a process is totally 
disorganized doesn’t mean that it 
doesn’t have order. It just doesn’t 
have the kind of order top-down 
organizers want it to have. It gen- 
erates its own kind of order natu- 
rally, through simple point-to- 
point interactions. All other kinds 
of order simply emerge from the 
operation of the system. 

As an example, I submit to you 
the Internet. It’s a huge network of 
computers across the globe. There 
are a few low-level rules that gov- 
ernits operation, a few basic proto- 
cols that allow the system to work. 
Everything else is open. There is no 
overriding authority. Nobody 
makes Internet decisions or lays 
down the Internet law. There are 
rules of etiquette and what you 
should and shouldn’t do, and sanc-

written alot of complete falsehoods 
about me, Mrs. Reece, and I there- 
fore would like to present the fac- 
tual events as they happened and 
let each student on this campus 
decide for themselves as to who is 
at fault here.

Top-down policies, top-down 
rules, top-down organizations— 
they’ve been illusions. Whetherwe 
like it or not, we’re moving intoa 
world with no leaders.

“the majority rules.” 

In a democratic society, the ma- 
jority rules not because it is right, 
nor because the minority recog- 
nizes its decisions as wise; the ma- 
jority rules because it is the stron- 
gest. This strength is ratified and 
invested with authority strictly as 
a function of the democratic ideal, 
and an anarchist, being anti-au- 
thoritarian in principle, cannot in 
good conscience accept such an 
ideal. 

According to anarchist analysis, 
the agreement of A and B that C (as 
amember of the community) must 
relinquish some aspect of his own 
liberty can in no way authorize the 
removal of such liberty from C. At 
best, C, fearing sanction, accepts 
the demands of A and B, thereby 
denying his own desires and, 
hence, his ability to freely express 
his own unique intellect. Granted, 
C is free to leave the community, 
but the choice of an anarchist to 
leave an oppressive community is 
no choice at all. 

Anacceptance by all of any form 
of democratic organization—no 
matter how progressive—is the 
death of radicalism, and just as 
compromise is the essence of de- 
mocracy, so radicalism is the es- 
sence of social revolution. 

Incidentally, I also take excep- 
tion to the Chomsky citation head- 
ing David’s article. Chomsky’s 
characterization of the majority of 
people as “stupid” is both insult- 
ing and arrogant. While many men 
and women may be ignorant, fear- 
ful, lacking in self-confidence, and 
driven to extremes of self-interest 
by aclassist and racist society, they 
are most certainly not stupid. And 
therein lies the hope of every social 
anarchist.

I would like to clarify my com- 
ments in the article “Tuition Cap 
Lifted.” 

The current tuition policy limits 
revenue from tuition to 20% of an 
institution’s net operating expen- 
ditures. The proposed change is 
that the ‘cap’ be raised from the 
current 20% to 33%. This, how- 
ever, is only half of the picture. The 
current policy also limits tuition 
increases to $200/year plus infla- 
tion. The proposal is that govern- 
ment not regulate annual tuition 
increases, as long as the total amount 
of tuition remains below the cap. With- 
out the current policy that controls 
annual increases, we could see fees 
go up rapidly. This means that the 
Board of Governors could raise 
tuition to $5000 next year! Hence 
my comment in context: “If stu- 
dentsare going to face tuition increases, 
we ask that they be moderate and pre- 
dictable.” We will continue to advo- 
cate against this change, but if it 
becomes provincial policy, then our 
response will be to table and passa 
policy at the Board of Governors 
that will restrict the amount that 
tuition may be raised in a given 
year. 

The Students’ Union will also 
start a broader policy debate on 
exactly how these percentages are 
calculated. For example: Should a 
student's percentage contribution 
to their cost of education be calcu- 
lated onaninstitutional or faculty/ 
program basis? If you consider the 
latter case, you will see that the 
average student in the Faculty of

When I Mother Earth won their recent 
Juno award for best Hard Rock group, they 
balked. Jagori Tanna, guitarist for the 
Toronto-based group, felt they didn’t de- 
serve it. 

“Well, we just don’t care about those 
things,” he says, sipping a Kokanee. “We 
were voting for Rush.” 

| Mother Earth are moving into the big 
time, however. The group they hoped would 
win over them asked them to play in the 
opening slot on their tour, a prospect that is 
adream come true for Tanna and his brother, 
drummer Christian. In 1990, the two Tannas 
met up with vocalist Edwin and bass player 
Bruce Gordon to become I Mother Earth. 
Soon after they formed they quickly moved 
from opening for local thrash metal groups 
to headining their own eclectic shows before 
signing a major deal with EMI Records. 

“We did about thirteen shows—once a

month,” explains Tanna. “Every show was 
different. Nine times out of ten there would 
be a new set of songs. We’d do a really 
extravagant show for about a hour and a 
half. Then the labels started getting inter- 
ested, and we didn’t even have a tape out or 
anything like that.” 

Their album, Dig, is a pounding feast of 
sound unlike anything coming out of 
Canada. Mixing piercing chords and exotic 
thythms, Dig has bought the band numer- 
ous comparisons to Soundgarden, Led Zep- 
pelin, and Pink Floyd—comparisons Tanna 
feels are misplaced. There’s no attempt to 
sound like another band, he says, only the 
effort to create something that works. The 
percussion is the sonic trademark of I Mother 
Earth, as it draws from a variety of sources 
and inspirations. 

“It’s the Santana influence, I think,” Tanna 
speculates, then settles in his seat to explain 
further. “My brother and I were weaned on 
all that hippie music. But we didn’t start 
playing with percussion until our second to 
last show before we got the deal. We just 
thought, ‘What can we do this time?’ We 
decided that we really needed to find some- 
one who understood Latin rhythms.” 

Armando Borg, “a forty-three Maltese 
guy,” fit the bill and has toured with the 
band since last year. During the recording of 
Dig, he provided much of the texture I Mother 
Earth were looking for in their music. The 
task of making Dig was a long, difficult 
affair, sweeping the group off to Los Ange- 
les to work with producer Mike Clink

(Megadeth, Guns and Roses). Tanna admits 
that it put a strain on his personal life, but the 
final product was something he was proud 
to help create. 

“I enjoy all the tracks. I’m attached to 
them all, but there are a few that hold special 
memories for me, like ‘The Mothers,’ ‘No 
One,’ and ‘Lost My America.’ The drum 
tracks were done on them, and the rest of the 
guys basically went surfing. I was sick of the 
way the songs sounded, so I started rework- 
ing them. It was one of those things where 
you suddenly get hit with this surge. By the 
time the guys came back, I asked them not to 
be mad at me and to listen to what I had 
done. They loved it, for which I was thank- 
ful.” 

There is something special about the mu- 
sic they made on Dig, and their impact ina 
live situation is incredible. True to their im- 
provisational roots, their sets are marked by 
loose jams and exploratory performances, 
as if] Mother Earth have never ceased to find 
new musical avenues to run through. Tanna 
feels that if you stop playing around, you get 
bored. 

“When we go out on stage, we’re not 
ready to play the record; we’re going to play 
what we feel like playing that particular 
night. If I decide to try something on the 
guitar and the other guys follow me that’s 
great, but if they don’t I move back. Some 
nights you suck at it, but others work and 
that’s what makes you really feel like going 
on.” 

The sold out house at Peoples Pub also 
gives Tanna the need to perform. Having 
played “in front of twelve people” at times, 
and having feared for his life while in the 
States, Tanna is excited and amazed by the 
response I Mother Earth has witnessed in 
the past year. Despite all the success, Tanna 
still feels the pangs of loneliness and alien- 
ation that come with the trappings of the 
road to fame. 


“It’s a test on all your 
relationships. Things 
deteriorate, unless you’ve got 
people who understand you and 
make you still feel wanted.” 


“It’s hard. I mean I’ve spent two years out 
ofa five year relationship with my girlfriend 
on the road. When we went to LA to make 
the record, I told her that I didn’t know when 
I would be back. It’s a test on all your rela- 
tionships—girlfriends, family, friends. I 
haven’t spoken to my parents in about two 
weeks and I feel like an asshole. Things 
deteriorate, unless you’ve got people who 
understand you and make you still feel 
wanted.” 

Everbody wants a piece of I Mother Earth, 
and whatever the cost they'll probably keep 
giving until there’s nothing more to give. 
For that, they deserve more than a lousy 
Juno.

Before Matt Groening was even born, Néel 
Coward had the market cornered on dys- 
functional families. The family in Hay Fever 
could have easily been called the Simpsons, 
but the name Bliss seems to work. As hosts 
toa weekend in the country, they manage to 
disrupt, annoy, and disgust their house 
guests with their bad manners and destruc- 
tive antics. All you have to do is add a 
monster truck rally and a couple of vague 
popular culture references and you would 
have something suitable for Homer and the 
rest of the freaks. 

Sam D. Robinson, a Los Angeles-based 
actor, managed to get himself into the role of 
Sam Tyrell, one of the unfortunate guests. 
Kind of like the special guest star, but not 
really. First of all, theatre is not a cartoon and 
Groening is not a playwright—at least not 
yet. But according to the actor he hasn’t had 
so much fun for a while. 

“We're always growing together,” he says 
over the phone from Winnipeg, where the 
production was being presented prior to the 
Citadel engagement. “Every night we’re 
finding new ways to communicate to each 
other. It’s exciting because I can’t say that 
I’ve found a cast like this on every show that 
I've done. They’re an active group.” 


Sam D Robinson and Robyn Stevan look nothing like the Simpsons, 
but Noel Coward’s Hay Fever is a whacked-out family affair. 


Robinson has tread the Citadel boards 
before, playing roles in Wait Until Dark and 
Our Town, before landing this part. Perform- 
ing in Canada is a treat for him considering 
that most of the work done in his home town 
requires waivers, meaning there’snomoney 
to be made. Also, the lack of a steady reper- 
tory community in the States denies actors 
like Robinson the opportunity to grow with 
other actors throughout an entire season, 
resulting in having to work with different 
individuals for every production. Hay Fever 
gives Robinson a chance to develop his role 
through two different productions with vir- 
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PSYC 250 Basic Psychological Processes 
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tually the same cast, as well as a chance to 
work in a different environment. 

“We won't have to worry about perform- 
ing to a balcony like we did here in 
Winnipeg,” he says with a laugh. “It will be 
a much more intimate affair. The beautiful 
thing about taking this production to 
Edmonton to work under Robin (Phillips) is 
that we can change some bits of business 
that we couldn’t do so before without the 
director's approval. Coming into the re- 
hearsal process again in Edmonton is very 
much a luxury.” 

Hay Fever is the tip of what seems to be a 
revival of Néel Coward’s work in North 
America. Robinson agrees that there seems 
to bea sort of renaissance, as companies dis- 
cover that his plays have contempory themes 
beneath the rapid fire wit. Itis his genius that 
actors and directors are beginning to tap 
into again. 

“N6el Coward’s work is very intelligent, 
and as long as the wit is not the only thing 
carring the show, the plays are quite bril- 
liant. These are situational comedies; the 
reason you’re laughing is not only because 
the things being said are witty, but because 
the situations themselves are funny and life- 
like.” 

The Citadel’s director-general, Robin 
Phillips, made a conscious decision to avoid 
turning Hay Fever into “a simple period piece 
with polite parlour talk.” Many people tend 
to see Coward as only a master of barbs like 
Oscar Wilde, and ignore the ingenius in- 
sights he made. Phillips saw the potential, 
turned the focus away from the wit, and 
concentrated on the inherent comedy of the 
family. 

“The play is about a family, much like 
those today, and | think the problems being 
dealt with in the play are the same as those 
we deal within this day and age. We may not 
invite people over to dinner as much as they 
did back then, but this family doesn’t care 
much about what their guests think of them. 
There are still people like that.” 

Like the Simpsons.

Along 
with Whither Tyler, After and Over by 
Meghan Shone, One Less Trip to the Ocu- 
list by Ross Smith and a new show by 
those kooky youths Gordon’s Big Bald 
Head graced the Centennial Library the- 
atre.

According to Sharplin, the festival 
made a little bit of money, making a 
bigger carnival areal possibility for next 
year.

Trying to Save Piggy Sneed

John Irving is a great writer. He has writ- 
ten some classic books (The World According 
to Garp, A Prayer for Owen Meany.) His latest 
work is a collection of short stories and 
essays called Trying to Save Piggy Sneed. It is 
a watershed of old pieces, ranging from 
eight to twenty-six years old. 

They hold up rather well. 

The stories are delightful, as Irving weaves 
in and out of these situations like a master. 
He ranges from maudlin to the pathetic to 
the outright hilarious. You are never certain 
where his stories are going end up, he sur- 
prises you every time. 

His characters are honest to a degree. You 
meet people you know or want to know— 
such as the people in “Interior Space” — 
alongside fantastic creations you really hope 
are not true (“The Pension Grillparzer”— 
yes, this is the same story the fictional TS 
Garp wrote in his novel!). Ernst Brennbar 
from “Brennbar’s Rant”is one I’d love to 


meet—he is a scary guy in an endearing 
way. You'll find your own favorites though. 

There’s the driver in “Almost in Iowa” a 
man who has left home and is trying to leave 
his life behind—by driving to Illinois. Or 
Minna and Celeste, dormitory matrons in 
“Weary Kingdom:” Minna is the fifty-five 
year old house mother at Fairchild Junior 
College whose life goes smoothly and qui- 
etly until Celeste, a younger, sexual woman 
comes to stir things up. 

Irving’s essays are also good. In “Trying 
to save...” he relates the story of his youth, 
and how it was influenced by Piggy Sneed, 
a retarded garbage collector he and his 
friends used to tease. Itleads toan attempted 
explanation of the nature of authors and 
what purpose there is in their storytelling. Is 
it to create or to destroy, or is it both? 

His meditation on Charles Dickens is also 
well written, if a little long winded, as he 
explores Dicken’s life and beliefs, and re- 
lates them to his stories. It is rousing and 
heart-felt, and the final three paragraphs 
make it worth reading twice. 

Trying to Save Piggy Sneed does not disap- 
point. It is a well written collection of works 
from one of the best writers around today.

Walking down the concrete hallway, we 
heard what sounded like P.J. Harvey wail- 
ing away with some heavily bass-ladened 
noise. Upon entering the Bronx, it became 
evident that Placebo had started early. 

Placebo, in their first gig outside of Calgary, 
sounded great. The bassist (whose name I 
have sadly forgotten. She wore a Rocket 
From the Crypt shirt) said that they are 
trying to break out of the very limiting all- 
ages scene in Cowtown. A common prob- 
lem. The “mosh kids love us yet adults are 
ambivalent at best” problem. 

This is not a problem for Edmonton’s All 
Woman Brother's Band. The audience popu- 
lation (not moshing, not even once) was at 
nearly-maximum density as they guitar- 
popped through a loud, entertaining set. 
Although the mix was muddy and the vo- 
calsjust weren’tloud enough, they impressed 
everyone. 

Tanya (or is it Tania?), the wicked self- 
promoterand half-lead vocal, made herstun- 
ning voice shine all pretty, lighting up the 
Bronx with little sunsets and Halloween can- 
dies and sherrif’s badges (it was odd but 
great, OK?).

30.1 
INTRODUCTION AND DEFINITIONS 


The University is defined by 


asa ity of people di d to the pursuit of truth and 


advancement of knowledge, and as a place where there is freedom to teach, freedom to engage in 
esearch, {recdom to create, freedom to learn, frecdom to study, freedom to speak, freedom to associate, 
{edom to write and to publish, and a concomitant obligation to respect these freedoms when they are 
exercised by others. 


The offences listed below describe, in gencral. terms, behaviors which if left unchecked would, to an 
unacceptable degree, infringe upon these freedoms and thus threaten the proper functioning of the 
University. 


Nothing in this Code shall be interpreted in such a way as to prohibit the activitics or to violate the 
principles which are set out in the first paragraph of this Section (30.1). 


Nothing in this Code shall prevent the University from referring an individual matter to the appropriate 
law enforcement agency should such action be considered necessary. 


DEFINITIONS 


In these procedures, the following words have the following meanings:

Student: A person who is or has been registered as a student at the University whether or not for 
credit; includes current students, former students, and graduates who have reccived a degree, 
diploma or certificate from the University. For purposes of administering the Code, 
graduate students are considered to be from the Faculty where they reccive supervision. 


Degree: Unless indicated otherwise, “Degree” shall be interpreted to mean any degree, diploma 
or certificate granted or awarded by the University. 


Student Affairs: Any activitics or conduct which relate to, or which may represent or be seen as 
representing, the University of Alberta, whether such activitics or conduct occur on campus or 
off campus when the activities or conduct relates to student status. 


Student Group: For the purposes of these regulations, the term “student group” shall include all 
groups registered with the University but shall not be limited to, a club, association, 
icty, fraternity or fellowship. 


a Tera 
omplaint Signed statement as a result of which proceedings under these 
procedures may be instituted. 


Appellant: Any person who appeals under these procedures. 


Discipline Officer: The person responsible for reviewing all non-academic charges laid 
under the Code of Student Behavior and, when required, determining and assigning 
penaltics appropriate to the breach of the Code. With respect to academic offences, the 
Discipline Officer shall determine and assign those specifi¢ penaltics required by 
Scctions 30.8.1.g and 30.8.1.m of the Code. 


Appeals Coordinator; The person responsible for administration of the University 
Appeal Board. 


Dean of Students: Dean of Students or designate. 


Member of the Community: Any registered student, academic staff or non-University academic 
staff member, 


Dean: Unless indicated otherwise, “Dean” shall be interpreted as the Dean (or designate) of the 
Faculty which offers the course in which there is an allegati : g on the 
part of a student. 


Director of Campus Security: Director of Campus Sccurity or designate. 


Fine: A fine shall mean an order for payment of a sum certain by the student to the University 
of Alberta, Subject to the agreement between the student and the University, however, and 
subject to availability of appropriate work, the finc may be paid in whole or in part through the 
provision of services. Calculation of the value of the work shall be in accordance with rates 
normally paid for the position to be occupied.

Conduct Probation: A penalty which requires that for a period of time determined by the Dean 
further violations of the Code of Student Behavior by the student concerned shall result in 
additional and more severe penaltics than would otherwise be the case. Conduct probation may 
be assigned in combination with another penalty and the consequences of commission of 
Subsequent violations during the probation period shall be stated when the penalty is assessed. 
A student on conduct probation may be required to make periodic reports to the Dean. 


Suspension: Suspension requires a student to withdraw completely from the University for a 
speciticd period of time, to a maximum of three years. Upon expiry of the period of suspension 
the student will be 7 itted to I in the p from which the student was suspended 
Provided the student has not been required to withdraw in accord with the Faculty’s published 
academic standing regulations. Any course work completed at any institution during the period 
of suspension will not be accepted as credit towards an individual's degree, or for admission to a 
degree program, or other certification at the University of Alberta. Sec also Section 30.9. 


Expulsion: Expulsion requires a student to withdraw completely from the University for an 
indefinite period of time, The student shall not be permitted to return without the approval in 
writing of the Vice-President (Academic) in consultation with the Faculty from which the 
student was expelled, Such approval shall not be given before the expiry of three years. Any 
course work completed at any institution during the period of expulsion will not be accepted as 
credit towards an individual's degree, or for admission to a degree program, or other 
certification at the University of Alberta. Sec also Section 30.9. 


Instructor; The person charged with the responsibility for assigning the grade in a course, or the 
Person formally charged by the Department or the Faculty of Graduate Studies and Research 
with the ibility for advising the grad student or with the responsibility for 
Supervising the thesis or project. 


chended Danger: The perception that a student’s behavior or conduct, while engaged in a 
recognized University or student activity, constitutes a danger or risk of danger to that student or 
to other persons or property. 


Mandatory Exclusion: Mandatory exclusion prohibits or restricts the student's p esenec ON 
campus and participation in any University class or student activity for an indefinite period of 
time. The Dean may impose conditions for rcinstatement which must be met before a request 
for reinstatement will be considered. 


Malicious Codes: Software that has been written specifically to do something unexpected 
(usually, but not always, unpleasant or destructive) to another user's computer and/or data. 


30.2 
AMENDMENT OF THE CODE

The Code may be amended by General Facultics Council in exercise of the authority vested in it 
by Section 42 of the Universities Act. 


The Code must be published in cach issue of the University Calendar and on at least one 
occasion annually in the Gateway. 


Substantive changes to the Code shall come into force thirty (30) days after receiving the 
approval of General Faculties Council. Substantive changes to the Code must be published in 
the Gateway or Summer Solstice (or equivalent summer publication) at Ieast 10 days before their 
Consideration by GFC. 


Amendments deemed minor or editorial by the GFC Campus Law Review Committce need not 
be Published in the Gateway or Summer Solstice (or equivalent summer publication) and, if the 
GFC Exccutive agrees that the changes are routine and editorial, may be approved by the GFC 
Executive on behalf of GFC, 


NOTE FROM THE UNIVERSITY SECRETARIAT: AL its February 5, 1993 
mecting, the Board of Governors delegated to its Academic Affairs and Human 
Resources Committee (BAAHRC) the authority to approve, on behalf of the Board, 
editorial changes to the Code. Editorial changes, therefore, are to be routed from 
CLRC to GFC Executive to BAAHRC; substantive changes will be approved by 
CLRC, Executive, GFC, BAAHRC, Board of Governors. 


The Coordinator of the GFC Campus Law Review Ci (CLRC), in i with the 
Administrative Officer for Student Discipline Procedures, shall maintain the Official Copy of 
the Code and all amendments thereto. 


30.3 
NON-ACADEMIC OFFENCES 


In the following Section where the term “student” is used it-shall apply both to individuals and to student 


groups. 
Any of the following activities or conduct or attempts thereat or participation therein insofar as they 
relate to student affairs shall constitute an offence and be punishable. 

E Disruptions 

a. No student shall, by action, words, written material, or by any means whatsocvcr, 
knowingly obstruct University activities. University activitics include but are not limited 
to, teaching, rescarch, studying, administration, meetings, and public service. 

b. Nothing in this Code shall be construed to prohibit peaceful assemblics and 
demonstrations, lawful picketing, or to inhibit free speech. 

2 Discriminati 

No student or student group shall d or cause to be d d matcrial or engage in 

activity which creates a social or academic climate which hinders or prevents the full 

participation of another person or group in the life of the University. 

255 No student shall violate any municipal by-law, Provincial or Federal statute or 
regulation, or University regulation. 

4. Unauthorized Entry and/or Presence 

No student shall, contrary to express instructions or with intent to damage, destroy, convert or 

misappropriate University property or without proper authority, enter or remain in any 

University building, facility, room, or offices Facilities include but are not limited to the 

following: parking lots, athletic ficlds, campus buildings, and campus areas.

a. No student shall knowingly misappropriate, convert, destroy or otherwise damage 
University property, nor shall any student knowingly misappropriate or convert, destroy 
or otherwise damage any property not the student's own on University property. 

b. No student, in any manner whatsocver, shall knowingly deface the inside or outside of 
any building or property of the University. 

3 Physical AL ii iD Activi 

No student shall: 

a. physically abuse another person, threaten any other person with physical abuse or 
damage to such person's property or knowingly, and without just causc, cause any other 
person to [car physical abuse or fear damage to such person's property; 

b. knowingly create a condition which ssarily endangers or threatens the health, 
safety or well-being of other persons or threatens the damage or destruction of property. 

7. Sexual Harassment 

No student shall sexually harass another person. Sexual harassment shall be defined as 

unsolicited, unwanted sexual advances, or requests for sexual favors, unsolicited, unwanted 

verbal or physical conduct of a sexual nature, and unsolicited, unwanted written or visual 
matcrial of a sexual nature. 
8. Possession of Misappropriated Property 

No student shall possess University property or property of any member of the University 

community without the consent or authority of the University or member of the University 

community as the case may be. 
9, Unauthorized Use of Facilities, Eaui Materistentea 

No student shall knowingly: 

a. use any facility, equipment, material, or service contrary to express instruction or 
without proper authority; 

b. obtain any University equipment, matcrial, or service by fraudulent means or by 
providing false information. 

10. Misuse of University Supplies or Documents 

No student shall, without authority, knowingly make, alter, use, receive, or possess University 

supplics or documents. University supplics and documents include but are not limited to 

equipment, keys, records, and permits, 
11. Misuse of Library or Computer Resources 

No student shall knowingly: 

a. remove books or other library matcrial from a University library without proper 
authorization, mutilate or deface library books or matcrial, purposely misplace them or 
in any other way purposcly deprive other members of the University of the 
opportunity to have access to library resources; 

b. use any University computer or computer related facility without proper authorization. 

c. develop, modify, mutate, disseminate, propagate, release, or otherwise introduce any 
malicious code on to any University computer. 

12. Picketing and Demonstration 

No student shall, on University property, individually or with a group and in connection with a 

d ion including a rally or picketi 

a. knowingly use words which threaten violence or physical abuse to any group or 
individual whether or not the group or individual thus threatened knows of such 
threatening words; or 

b. knowingly use words in a situation of clear and imminent danger which incite others to 

, _ behavior which violates any article of this Scction. 
13. Identification 


No student shall refuse to provide identification upon request by a University Official or 
employce acting in the course of that person's dutics, where the University Official or employee 
has reason to belicve an individual is committing, has committed or is about to commit an 
offence,

No student or student group shall violate the “Regulations Concerning Alcohol Provision and 
Consumption,” as sct out in Section 30.15. 


Smoking 


Smoking is prohibited during classes, laboratories and examinations, or at any time in any arca 
where smoking is banned. 


No student shall knowingly aid or assist another student in the commission of any non-academic 
offence listed above. 


30.4 
ACADEMIC OFFENCES 


The integrity of University life and of the degrees the University confers is dependent upon the honesty 
and soundness of the teacher-student Icarning relationship and, as well, that of the evaluation process. 
Conduct by any member of the University community that adverscly affects this relationship or process 
must, therefore, be considered a serious offence. 


In order to protect the integrity of the degrees 


ferred by the University, the University may suspend 


or rescind any degree awarded to any graduate who, during the application process or while registered in 
i itted an d 


a program or in af

detected before the granting of the degree, would have resulted in a penalty sufficiently severe that the 
degree would not have been granted.

d. submit in any course or program of study any academic writing, essay, thesis, research 
report, project or assigi ining a of fact known by the student to be 
false or a reference to a source which reference or source has been fabricated. 

Confidential Material 


It shall be an offence to knowingly procure, distribute, or reccive any confidential academic 
matcrial such as pending cxaminations or laboratory results from any source without prior and 
express consent of the instructor, 


Mi ion of F 


It shall be an offence to knowingly misrepresent material facts to another for the purpose of 
obtaining academic advantage or credit. 


Specific Faculty Offences 
Facultics and administrative units will be required to define and publicize any academic or non- 
academic offences which may be uniquc to their Faculty or area, together with attendant 


penaltics, both of which must be filed with and approved by the Campus Law Revicw 
Commitice. 


Such offences and penaltics will be considered by the Campus Law Review Committee and, if 
approved by the Campus Law Review Committee and Gencral Faculties Council, will be added 
to the list of offences and penalties. This list will be incory din an official apy to the 
Code of Student Behavior and will have the same force and effect as if part of the Code. Where 
there is a difference of view as to the nature of the offence, the determination as to whether or 
not an offence under this Section is to be treated as an academic or non-academic offence shall 
rest with the Appeals Coordinator who shall consult with the Faculty and/or the Director of 
Campus Sccurity. 


a. Offences Specific to the Faculty of Dentistry 


ie A student enrolled in the Faculty of Dentistry, in all matters related to the 
treatment of paticnts, is bound by the Professional Code of Ethics (Canadian 
Dental Association) governing the profession. A dentistry or dental hygiene 
student (undergrad postgraduate or graduatc) who contravenes this Code in 
the practice of the discipline commits an offence under the Code of Student 
Behavior when, at the time of the alleged offence, the student was involved in 
clinical training in onc of the Faculty clinics, the hospital, a satellite clinic or in 
a private dental office.

FENCES 


See Section 30.14 for procedures to be followed when dealing with complaints against student groups, 


1. Initiation and Conduct of Proceedings 


a. Any person who has reason to belicve that a student is guilty of a non-academic offence 
may initiate proceedings against the student. 


b. Where a person has reason to belicve that a student has committed a non-academic 
offence that person may, by a signed (the complaint) delivered to the Director 
of Campus Security, request an investigation of the complaint. In the course of this 
iavestigation, the Director may consult the Appeals Coordinator. 


c. The complaint shall be a detailed written description of the incident. This shall include 
: the time and place, person or persons involved, and all relevant information concerning 
the incident. 


d. The Director of Campus Security may decline to proceed with a complaint under the 
following circumstances: 


i, Where the complaint is primarily J with regulations of another official 
University organization, and the Director of Campus Sccurity belicves that the 
complaint should be dealt with in v with p d iblished by 
that organization. 


ii. Where the Director of Campus Security believes that no University rule has 
been broken. 


iii. Where the Director of Campus Security believes the complaint to be scandalous, 
frivolous or vexatious. 


iv, Where an unreasonable time has clapsed since the incident. 


v. Where the offence should be referred to the police or appropriate public 
authoritics. 


Where the Director of Campus Security has declined to proceed with a complaint, the 
Complainant must be so notified and the reasons given. The person complaining may 
then appcal the Director of Campus Security's decision to the Appeals Officer. 


Should the Director of Campus Security or Discipline Officer identify a possible 
conflict of interest involving the Discipline Officer (eg, the complainant is the 
Discipline Officer or an employ ing directly to the Discipline Officer), the 
Director of Campus Security is authorized to forward a report and recommendation to 
the Vice-President (Student and Academic Services) or delegate who will act for the 
Discipline Officer, in dance with the following proced 


Having decided to proceed with the complaint, the Director of Campus Security shall 
conduct an i igation and, il disciplinary are believed to be d, shall 
forward to the Discipline Officer the results of the investigation along with a 

dation as to an appropriate penalty. 


The Discipline Officer shall mect with the alleged offender, review the matter and 
determine if the facts as disclosed by the complainant are in dispute. In the event that 
the alleged offender refuses to meet with the Discipline Officer, a decision and a penalty 
shall be arrived at taking into account whatever evidence is available. 


i. Where the facts are determined not to be in dispute, the Discipline Officer may 
impose one or more of the penalties listed in Section 30.5. 1.a. 


ii, Where the facts are in dispute, the Discipline Officer will review the matter 
further by talking with all partics involved, and may cithcr dismiss the charges 
or impose one or more of the penalties listed in Section 30.5.1.a. In the event 
that the alleged offender refuses to meet with the Discipline Officer to discuss 
the matter further, a decision and penalty shall be arrived at taking into account 
whatever evidence is available. 


iii. When considering what would be an appropriate penalty, the L ne Officer 
may take into account the disciplinary record, if any, of the siden! against 
whom the complaint is made. 


Having reached a decision, the Discipline Officer shall give a written report to the 
Appeals Coordinator. The report shall state what penalty, if any, is to be imposed upon 
the student, and the major circumstances taken into account in arriving at the decision. 


Upon receipt of the above report, the Appeals Coordinator shall send a copy to the 
student, the Complainant, and the Director of Campus Sccurity. If a penalty has been 
imposed, the Appeals Coordi shall advise the student of the right to appeal and 
shall forward a copy of the University Appeal Board Procedures. 


Initiati i Conduct of f 


A student, or student group, may appeal the decision of the Discipline Officer by 
submitting a notice of appeal in writing to the Appeals Coordinator. Such 
notice must be received by the Coordinator no later than fifteen (15) calendar 
days after notification of the written decision of the Discipline Officer. At the 
discretion of the Appeals Coordinator, an appeal may be acccpted after the 
expiry of the fifteen days.. 


The appeal shall be based upon denial of the offence, and/or shall relate to the severity 
of the penalty. 


The notice of appeal must be in writing, signed by the appellant, and must state the 
grounds of appeal. The appellant must immediately notily the Appeals Coordinator 
upon retaining legal counscl or an adviser. 


The Appeals Coordinator shall notify both parties of the date, time and place of the 
appeal hearing, which shall be at Ieast fourteen (14) calendardays but no more than 
forty-five (45) calendar days following the reccipt of notice of appeal. Each party shall 
receive a copy of the submission made to the Appeal Board by the other party. Each 
party will receive the names of the Board members and notification that cither party 
may challenge membership to the Appeals Coordinator (Section 30.7.3.b.x.). The 
Appeals Coordinator shall also provide the student with a list of on-campus sources of 
assistance. 


The Appeals Coordinator shall appoint the Appcal Board and provide its members 
with: 
i. the date, time afid)place.of the Appeal Hearing, 
ii. the notice of appeal and any submission from the respondent, and 
iii. the written report of the Discipline Officer. 


Notices may be hand-dclivered or sent by mail. When sent by outside mail, they shall 
be sent by double-registered mail to the address which has becn provided to the 
U d 


ity or to the Appeals Coordinator. Notice may be deemed to have been 
effected one week following mailing to the last known address. 


Upon receiving notice of appeal, the Appeals Coordinator, in cases of expulsion or 
suspension, shall direct the Regi to withhold degrees, certification of marks and/or 
transcripts of records pending the outcome of the appeal. Any othcr penaltics imposed 
by the Discipline Officer shall be suspended upon receipt by the Appeals Coordinator 
of notice of appeal. 


Establist tthe Mniversity Appeal Board 


General 


Meetings of the University Appeal Board shall be scheduled as required to hear and 
determine appeals against discipli decisions of the Discipline Officer. The 
University Appeal Board, as designate of General Facultics Council and the Board of 
Governors, shall have authority to confirm, vary or quash penaltics imposed under 
Section 30.7.1, or in the case of student groups, under Section 30.14. 


Composition, Terms of Reference and Chair 


i. The University Appeal Board shall consist of the following regular members 
clected by Gencral Facultics Council: two faculty members from Categories 
Al.1, ALS, or their counterparts in A1.6*, (one of whom will hold the Chair 
upon election by the regular members of the Board), two undergraduate students 
and one graduate student. 


ii. All regular members shall come from different Faculties. 


iii, Where the appeal involves a graduate student, the Appeals Coordinator shall, 
by rotation, replace onc undergraduate student with onc altcrnate graduate 
student. 


iv. General Faculties Council shall also clect the following alternate 
members: three faculty members (from Categories Al.1, A1.S or their 
counterparts in Al.6*), four undergrad dents and four gt 
students. To the extent itis possible, all al bers should come 
from different Faculties and from Faculties not already represented by 

the regular members. * Sce Section 5 of this Policy Manual for 

definitions of these categories of staff, 


v. For the purposes of selection and service on the University Appeal Board, 
graduate students arc considered to be from the Faculty where they reecive 
supervision. 


vi. Terms of office for all faculty members shall be up to'three ycars-as General 
Faculties Council shall determine. Faculty members are cligible for re-clection. 


vii, All student members shall be clected for up to two-year terms and are cligible 
for re-clection. 


viii. In order to ensure that no Board member will be from a Faculty, if any, which is 
party to the dispute, the Appeals Coordinator may replace, by rotation, any 
regular member with an altcrnate member from the same constituent group (ic, 
staff, undergraduate student or graduate student). For this purpose, graduate 
students are considered to be from the Faculty where they reccive supervision. 


ix. All Board members should declare to the Appeals Coordinator their interests, 
if any, in a particular case in order to ensure objectivity and a fair hearing. 


x. Appellant and respondent will be provided with the names of all Board 
members, regular and alternate, and will have five calendar days after receipt of 
the names to lodge a written challenge with the Appeals Coordinator 
requesting that a Board member not serve on an appeal. Challenges may be 
made only on the grounds that a Board member may have a bias which would 
prevent a fair hearing. 


Challenges must include written reasons to support the request. If the Appeals 
Coordinator concurs with the challenge the Appeals Coordinator will replace 
the Board member with an alternate member who will be sclected by rotation 
from the same constitucnt group (ic, staff, undergraduate student or g 

student). The decision of the Appeals Coordinator is final and binding. 


xi, Normally, the Chair of the Appeal Board will be appointed to chair cach 
hearing. In instances where the Chair cannot serve, the Appeals Coord 
shall appoint another faculty member or alternate faculty member of the Bar 
to chair the Appeal Board hearing. page 


xii. The quorum of the Appeal Board shall-consist of one faculty membe 
student members. y Member and two 


Appeal Board Procedures for Non-Academic Offences 
i, The appeal shall consist of a de novo hearing of the case, 
ii, (1) The Appeal Board may accept any evidence that it, in its sole 
discretion, considers proper, whether admissible in a court of law or 


not; and 


(2) The Appeal Board is not bound by the Alberta Evidence Act or the 


law of evidence applicable to judicial 


iii, The Appeal Board shall conduct hearings in a manner which, in its sole 
discretion, it considers proper. 


iv. A defect in procedures shall not warrant the quashing of the decision unless the 
defect complained of can reasonably be said to have deprived either party of i 
fair hearing. 


vy. The Board shall hear the argument of both sides to the appcal and then, by 
majority vote, shall uphold or quash the decision appealed from. Where a 
decision against a student or student group is upheld, the Board may confirm 
vary or suspend the penalty imposed. ‘ 


The Appeal Board is authorized to reccive procedural advice from the Appeals 
Coordinator. ; 


vi. The Chair of the Board through the Appeals Coordinator shall, where 
ical, i diately the decision of the Board to the student or 


student group. 


vii. The Chair shall submit the written decision of the Board to the Appeals 
Coordinator within seven (7) calendar days of the Board's decision being 
reached. 


The Appeals Coordinator shall then send to both partics and to the Discipline 
Officer a copy of the Board's decision. The procedure for service of this Teport 
shall be that given in Section 30.7.2.c. 


viii. Any penalty confirmed shall be deemed to have taken effect on the date 
determined in the original decision. Any new penalty shall take effect 
immediately upon oral notification (30.7.3.c.vi) or, failing that upon written 
notification (30.7.3.c.vii). 


During the appeal period the student may continue to attend classes. However, 
assignments and examinations will not be graded until and unless the appeal is 
successful. If the appcal is lost no credit will be given for work completed 
subsequent to the date given in the original decision. 


ix. The final appeal in student discipline matters shall lic with the University 
Appeal Board. A decision of the University Appeal Board shall be final and 
binding. 


PROCEDURES FOR ACADEMIC OFFENCES 


Any person who has reason to believe that a student is guilty of an academic offence 
may initiate procecdings against the student. 


i. Where a person has reason to belicve that a student has committed an academic 
offence in a particular course or program, that person may communicate the 
particulars of the time and place of the alleged offence and provide to the 
student's instructor a bricf summary of the conduct alleged to have been 
commiticd by the student. In cases where the alleged academic offence does not 
involve a specific course or prog! the allegation of academic 8 
should be directed to the Dean of the student's Faculty. Where the matter is 
considered by the Dean, the Dean shall have the same powers and dutics as the 
instructor. F ae. aah ert : 


ii, Where an instructor or Dean initiates the complaint, that person must prepare a 
written summary of the conduct leading to the offence alleged to have been 
committed by the student. The summary will form part of the documentation to 
be submitted to the Dean (Section 30.8.1.4). 


iii. Where a person has reason to belicve that a degree which was previously 
awarded by the University of Alberta was granted or conferred without 
knowledge of an academic offence itted during the application process or 
in the program or a particular course in the program, that person may 
communicate a wriltcn summary of the time, place and alleged misconduct to 
the Dean of the Faculty which awarded the degree. . 


The instructor must discuss the alleged offence with the Student. In the event that the 
alleged offender refuses to meet with the instructor to discuss the matter, the instructor 
shall proceed as outlined below (Section 30.8.1.d). 


Where the instructor has reason to belicve that an offence has been committed, the 
instructor shall report the incident to the Dean and shall file with the Dean a statement 
in writing setting out: 


i, a brief summary of the conduct alleged to constitute the offence, and 


ii, a that the i has complied with Scction 30.8. 1.c, and 

iii, a brief statement of any action taken by the instructor as a result of the incident. 
Where the instructor fcels a discipline penalty should be considered, the instructor may 
make that recommendation to the Dean, and may refer to one or more of the penalties 
listed in Section 30.5.1.b. 


In reviewing the matter, the Dean shall disregard any previous disciplinary record. In 


‘arriving at a decision, the Dean shall first ensure the student has the opportunity (0 


discuss the situation with the Dean. In the event that the alleged offender refuses 0 
meet with the Dean to discuss the matter further, a decision and penalty shall be arrived 
at taking into account whatever evidence is available. 


Where the Dean is satisfied that an offence has been committed, and thal a penalty is 
warranted, the Dean may elect to impose one or more of the penaltics listed in Section 
30,5.1.b.iii-vi, or recommend to the Discipline Officer that the student be suspended, for 
a specified period up to three years, or expelled. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 30.8.2.g, the student shall not be barred 
from attending and participating in the course pending the outcome of a possible appeal 
of the penalty. 


When considering what would be an appropriate penalty, the Dean may take into 4 
account the disciplinary record, if any, of the student against whom the complaint is 
made. 


Where the Dean lias decided to recommend to the Discipline Officer that the student 
be expelled or suspended, and where the studcat is in another Faculty, the Dean shall 
alert and consult with the Dean of the Faculty in which the student is registered in 
regard to the situation concerning the student. After making such enquiries as the Dean 
considers necessary, the Dean shall cither revise the penalty or confirm and forward it 0 
the Discipline Officer. 


The Dean shall notify the student of any penalty imposed under Section 308.18. Such 
notification, including a letter of reprimand where applicable, shall be in writing and 
may be hand-dclivercd or shall be sent by double-registered mail to the address which 
has been provided Ww the University or to the Appeals Coordinator. Notice may be : 
deemed to have been effected one week following mailing to the last known address. 


Where the student is in another Faculty the Dean shall forward to the Dean of the he 
Faculty in which the student is registered a written report of the incident and the actie 
taken by the Dean, including a copy of the letter of reprimand, if applicable. 


The notice of penalty shall also include notification of the right to appeal the penalty 
the University Appeal Board (sce Section 30.5.1.b for appealable penallics) and a 
notice of appeal must be delivered to the Appcals Coordinator no ater than fifteen ( 
calendar days after receipt of the Dean's notification. 


In the case of a degree previously awarded: 
i. The Dean may seck the advice of the Chair of the Department which supervised 
the holder of the degree, and any other faculty as the Dean requires. to 
determine if there is sufficient reason or evidence for further investigalon- 


ii. The Dean may decline to proceed with a¢omplaint, in which case the Dean 
shall so indicate to the initiator of the complaint and the matter will end. 
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iii.. If the Dean decides further investigation is warranted, the Dean will ide the 
student with the details of the complaint and afford the student the tae 
to respond. The Dean will also consult with the appropriate instructor, Chair or 
Faculty committee. 


iv. After this consultation, where the Dean has reason to believe that an academic 
offence did occur and that it was of sufficicnt importance that, had it been 
known at the time, the degree would not have been granted by the Faculty, the 
Dean may recommend to the Discipline Officer one of the following penaltics: 


~ suspend the degree pending successful completion by the student of the 
requirements of the Faculty to clear the suspension within the time specified by 
the Dean of the Faculty, or 


- rescind the degree.

Il, at the end of the time specified by the disciplinary ruling, the student has met the 3 

~ fequirements of the Discipline Officer or the University Appeal Board to clear the suspension, 
the original award will be re-added to the transcript with the original date. The record of the 
Suspension will be d from the i 


Mi, at the end of the time specified by the discipline ruling. the student has not met the 
fequirements of the Discipline Officer or the University Appeal Board to clear the suspension, 
the record of the Suspension will be removed, and the original award will remain permancaily 
deleted from the transcript. 


Upon tescinding a degree the original award will be permanently deleted from the transcript. 
The {ranscript will indieate that the degree has been rescinded.

ADMINISTRATION REQUIREMENTS 


All applications for approvals to engage in any of the following activitics must be made in writing to the

and shall be approved or rejected with written reasons attached. 


a. When a student disturbs, disrupts, or otherwise interferes with cl ivitics, the 
instructor may immcdiatcly exclude the student from the course for a particular class 
and may also exclude the student from the next subsequent class in that course. 


b If the behavior persists when the student is re-admitted to class, the instructor may again 
immediately exclude the student from the class and must lay a charge against the student 
under Section 30.3.1 of the Code of Student Behavior. The student's exclusion from 
class will be in effect until a final decision is reached by the Discipline Officer or by the 
University Appcal Board. If a student is re-instated by a decision of the Discipline 
Officer or by the University Appeal Board, such decision shall not invalidate the prior 
action of the lecturer. The Department Chair shall, however, ensure that every effort is 
madc to make up the student’s lost class time, but the University shall not be held 
Icgally responsible for any lost class time. 


2. Exclusion from Class by a Dean 
a If the Dean of a Faculty where a course is taught is of the opinion that the disruptive 


behavior of a student docs or may detrimentally affect more than onc course, then the 
Dean may exclude a student from specified courses in that Faculty for up to five classes. 


b. A student may appeal the Dean's decision to the University Appeal Board. 
Notwithstanding time limits specified in the Code of Student Behavior, the University 
Appeal Board shall be scheduled to mect within fourtecn (14) calendar days after the 
appeal has been lodged. 


4 If a student is re-instated by the University Appeal Board, such decision shall not 
invalidate the prior action of the Dean. The Department Chair shall, however, ensure 
that every effort is made to make up the student's lost class time, but the University 
shall not be held responsible for any lost class time.

If an instructor or University official responsible for an area or activity is of the opinion 
that a student's behavior or conduct while engaged in-a recognized University or 
student activity constitutes a danger, or risk of danger to the student concerned or to 
other persons or property, the official responsible may recommend to the Dean of the 
Faculty in which the student is enrolled that the student be excluded from the 
University.

GFC DELEGATION OF POWERS CONCERN- 
ING MANDATORY EXCLUSION FOR REA- 
SONS OF APPREHENDED DANGER 


i. Responsibilities of the Faculty Dean and the Dean of Students 


a. When the Dean of a Faculty in which a sfudcat is cnrolled is of the opinion that the 
continued presence of the student on campus or in a University-sponsored activity off- 
campus constitutes a danger to that student or to other people or property, the Dean may 
decide that the student be excluded from the University immediately. 


b. In addition to any verbal communication, the decision of the Dean shall be formally 
communicated to the student in writing together with reasons for the decision and 
conditions which must be met by the student before return to campus will be permitted. 
The Dean shall inform the student that there is a 15-calendar-day deadline, from the date 
of receipt of the Dean’s letter, to lodge an appeal and the Dean must provide the student 
with the appcal regulations. 


c. Any notices sent by the Dean shall be hand-delivered at the soonest opportunity by 
Campus Sccurity to the address which has been provided to the University or to the 
Appeals Coordinator. : 


d. The Dean is required to notify the following persons of the mandatory 
exclusion: the Registrar, the Dean of Students, other Deans affected, the 
Director of Campus Sccurity Services, the Appeals Coordi , the Discipl 
Officer, the student's course instructors, and, where appropriate, the Director of 
Housing and Food Services. 


c Any reflection of the decision on the student's official record (transcript) will be in 
dance with regular p dures gi g illncss, eg, students who are excluded for 
a short interval may apply for a deferred examination (sce section 23.5.7 of the 
Calendar). Pursuant to arrangements between the student's Faculty and the Registrar, 
students who are excluded for a lengthy interval may be withdrawn from courses on 
their current registration without penalty. 


t. When it appears that a Dean may take action under this delegated authority, every cffort 
will be made to offer the student advice, or alternatively, the student will be referred to 
the appropriate arca in the Office of the Dean of Students. 


2. Appeal Provisions 


a. The student may appeal the Dean's decision to the University Appeal Board according 
to the procedures set out below. The student shall not be permitted on campus for any 
purpose without the Dean's prior written approval until an appeal is heard and a 
decision rendered. 


b. The student (hereinafter cited as the appellant’) may appeal the decision by lodging a 
written appeal with the Appeals Coordinator within 15 calendar days after the decision 
was delivered or deemed to have been delivered to the appellant. 


c. The Appeals Coordinator shall call a mecting of the Appcal Board which shall be 
scheduled to meet within 15 calendar days after the Appeals Coordinator reccives the 
appeal. The composition and terms of ref of the Appeal Board arc set-out in 
section 30.7.3.b. of the Code of Student Behavior. : 


d. Notices sent by the Appeals Coordi shall be hand-delivered at the sooncst 
opportunity by Campus Security to the address which has been provided to the 
University or to the Appeals Coordinator. 


c The Dean (hb fter cited as the dent’) and the appellant shall be given onc 
week's notice (cither written or verbal) of the date and time of the hearing by the 
Appeals Coordinator. 

f. If the appellant or respondent neglect or refuse to appear at the time of the hearing, the 


Appcal Board may in its discretion proceed with the hearing and cither grant or deny the 
appeal. Either party may be accompanied by Icgal counsel or other representative. 


8. i. The Appeal Board may accept any cvidence that it, in its sole discretion, 
considers proper, whether admissible in a court of law or not;

The outdoor usc of public address systems, loud-speakers, bull-horns, sound trucks, or similar 
equipment on the campus of the University is not permitted without the prior written approval of 
the Director of Physical Plant. It should be noted that City of Edmonton bylaws apply on 
peripheral streets. 


The usc of the name of the University or the emblem or coat of arms of the University, or of a 
registered University group, on any publication, including correspond without the written 
approval of the Office of the Vice-President (Administration) is prohibited. An appeal shall lic 
with the Board of Governors. As a matter of policy, such approval will not be granted to 
anonymous publications. 


The use of alcoholic beverages on the campus of the University is regulated for reg) 
University groups under the terms and conditions of the University’s Institutional Licenscs. 
Authorization. for functions involving the service of alcohol is controlled by the Office of the 
Dean of Students. Appcals shall lic with the Office of the Vice-President (Student and 
Academic Services). 


In order to obtain an excused absence from examinations, tests and other academic 
requirements, off-campus trips by individuals, groups and tcams representing student 
organizations must be approved by the Dean of Physical Education and Recreation (or 
designate) in the casc of athletic matters and by the Deans’ Council or its designate in all other 
cascs. An appeal shall lic from decisions in this regard with the Vice-President (Academic). 


Arrangements for showing films on campus, except for those used as part of the academic or 
academically related programs, must be made through the Office of the Registrar (Examinations 
and Ti bling) in d: with the procedures as sct out in the Manual of Administrative 
Policies, Procedures and Services, Section 03-030. The Executive Assistant to the Vice- 
President (Administration) may make regulations from time to time for the aforementioned 
purpose in conformity with the Alberta Amusements Act and other applicable provincial 
legislation. An appeal shall lic with the Vice-President (Administration). 


University individuals, groups and org: may advance a cause and distribute or sell 

related literature or other similar material: 

a. in designated Activity Zoncs, provided that the use of the Zones has been reserved in 
advance with the Office of the Registrar (Examinations and Timetabling) and provided 
that permission has been obtained from the E. ive Assistant to the Vice-President 
(Administration). An appeal shall lic with the Vice-President (Administration). 

b. in arcas other than Activity Zones with the prior approval of the Dean or other 

dministrative officer or i 


in charge of the arca. An appcal shall lie with the 
Office of the Vice-President (Academic). é 
Canvassing and soliciting are forbidden on the campus of the University. Exceptions may be 
made only by the Executive Assistant to the Vice-President (Administration). An appcal shall 
lic with the Vice-President (Administration). 


University groups or individuals wishing to invite the gencral public to on campus events or to 
sponsor off-campus speakers are responsible for so informing the Director of Campus Security 
Services and for making related arrangements including space reservations, protection of 
persons and property, and payment of any related costs. Additional information may be 
obtained from the Office of the Vice-President (Administration). 


Membcrs of the University community may put up postcrs and notices on “opcn™ notice boards 
as long as the posters and notices do not create a nuisance. Enquirics concerning other displays 
or signs on University property should be directed to the Dean of Students. Notices may not be 
affixed to trees or shrubs. The librarics, food service areas, the Administration Building, and 
University Hall are to be kept {ree of any but official notices. 

In accordance with the regulations and guidelines blished by the Li ing Branch 
of the Office of the Attorney General of Alberta, a group or organization associated 
with the University of Alberta which wishes to raise funds from the operating of a 
gaming event must scck and receive written approval of the Board of Governors. The 
Board has delegated its authority to review applications and to issue Ictters of 
authorization for gaming events to the Office of the Vice-President (Student and 
Academic Services), who has sub-delegated its authority to the Office of the Dean of 
Students. Appeals shall lic with the Office of the Vice-President (Student and 
Academic Services).

UNIVERSITY STUDENT GROUP REGISTRA- 
TION AND GROUP DISCIPLINE PROCE- 
DURES 


The University gnizes that p in the activities of student groups is a bencficial aspect of 
the Universi i The University also recognizes its obligations to support the activities and 


regulate the conduct of student groups, for the benclit of the groups themselves and the University 
community. When a student group, through registration, cntcrs into a formal relationship with the 
University, responsibilitics and bencfits result for both. 


In registering with the University a student group accepts the following responsibilities: 


to live by the laws of the land, 

to uphold the good name of the University, 

to live up to the group's stated purpose, which shall not be in contradiction to the University’s 
purpose statcmceat as stated in Section 30.1 of the GFC Policy Manual, 

to be responsible for members’ conduct when members are representing the group, and therefore 
the University, on and off campus, 

to obcy Alberta Liquor Control Board regulations. 

to obey University of Alberta regulations and p d 1 
gaming events.

A non-registered University student group shall not be permitted to carry on activities of any 
description whatsoever on University property. 


To be cligible for registration a group must be able to provide, upon request, satisfactory 
evidence of the following: 


a. That the group's stated purposes, goals or activitics comply with the philosophy of the 
University as stated in Section 30.1 of the GFC Policy Manual. 


b. That a minimum of two-thirds of the total membership, and 75% of the executive are 
registered as part-time or full-time students during the current academic year.

Denial of Resistration or Re-rezistrati 


The Dean of Students or designate may deny group registration or re-registration under 
any of the following conditions:

b. The group's stated objectives or activitics or the manner of carrying out its activi 


would, in the opinion of the Dean of Students, by their very nature, lead to justifiable 
complaints under the Code of Student Behavior; 


c. The group *s stated objectives or activitics or the manner of carrying out its activities 
would, in the opinion of the Dean of Students, by their very nature, offend the 
provisions of the Individual's Rights P: ion Act (and/or any other human rights 
legislation that applics in this Province) and/or municipal bylaws, Provincial or Federal 
statutes or regulations. 


Complaints’ gainst a G Voc Menten of. G 


a Complaints against individual members of a group shall be dealt with in accordance 
with the provisions of the Code of Student Behavior. (Scction 30.3, 30.5, 30.6 and 
30.7.) 

b. When sponsoring or conducting a group activity, student groups are accountable to the 


University for the conduct of their members and/or guests. Thus, in addition to any 
complaints made against individual members of a group or its guests, a complaint may 
be made against the group itsclf, in accordance with the procedure outlined below: 


i. Any person who has reason to belicve that a student group is guilty of a non- 
academic offence as defined in Section 30.3 of the Code of Student Behavior 
may initiate proceedings against the group. 


ii, Where a person has reason to believe that a student group has committed a non- 
academic offence, that person may, by a signed statement (the complaint) 
delivered to the Director of Campus Sccurity Services, request an investigation 
of the complaint. In the course of this investigation, the Director may consult 
the Appeals Coordinator. 


iii. The complaint shall be a detailed written description of the incident. This shall 
include the time and place, the group or groups involved, and all relevant 
information concerning the incident. 


iv. The Director of Campus Sccurity Services may declinc to proceed with a 
complaint under the following circumstances:

ix. The Discipline Officer shall meet with the group's executive, review the matter 
and determine if the facts as disclosed by the investigation are in dispute. In the 
event that the alleged offender refuses to mect with the Discipline Officer to 
discuss the matter further, a decision and penalty shall be arrived at taking into 
account whatever evidence is available, 


x. Where the facts are determined not to be in dispute, the Discipline Officer may 
impose onc or more of the penaltics listed in Section 30.14.5.c. 


xi. Where the facts are in dispute, the Discipline Officer will review the matter 
further by talking with all partics involved, and may either dismiss the charges 
or impose one or more of the penalties listed in Section 30.14.5.c. In the event 
that the alleged offender refuses to mect with the Discipline Officer to discuss 
the matter further, a decision and penalty shall be arrived at taking into account 
whatever evidence is available. 


xii, When considering what would be an appropriate penalty, the Discipline Officer 
shall take into account the disciplinary record, if any, of the group against which 
the complaint is made. 


xiii. Having reached a decision, the Discipline Officer shall give a written Teport to 
the Appeals Coordinator. The report shall state what penalty, if any, is to be 
imposed upon the group, and the majors circumstances taken into account in 
arriving at the decision. 


xiv. Upon receipt of the above report, the Appeals Coordinator shall send a copy to 
the student group, the complainant, and the Director of Campus Security 
Services. If a penalty has been imposed, the Discipline Officer shall advise the 
group of the right to appeal in accordance with the procedures outlined in 
Section 30.7.2 and shall forward a copy of the University Appeal Board 


Procedures, 
c. Penalties 


Financial reparation and/or restitution by the group will be an automatic penalty for any 
damage inflicted by a group, its members or its guests.

The Office of the Dean of Students shall present an annual report on Group Registration to the 
Campus Law Review Committce, and shall include infi ion about disciplinary 


taken against student groups. 


GEC Delegation of P C ing S : Banning of Student G rahe 


The following provisions emp a Dean toi diatcly suspend or ban an activity sponsored 
by a student group (whether the activity is in progress or is scheduled to occur) when the Dean 
is of the opinion that the activity will cause harm to persons or property, and/or will violate the 
Code of Student Behavior. 


The Dean of Students, or the Discipline Officer as the Dean's designate, is also empowered to 
act under these provisions; therefore, in Section 3014.8 whenever “a Dean” or “the Dean” is 
mentioned these references may refer to cither the Dean of a Faculty or the Dean of Students. 


Student groups and Deans both shall be under onus to make every effort to avoid or resolve 
conflicts through timely ltation. Formal p d described below are to be utilized 
when less formal conciliatory measures have proven ineffective. Nothing in these provisions 
shall be interpreted so as to prevent or interfere with charges against a group under Scction 
30.14.5 of this Code. 


a. Respo: 


i. When a Dean believes that a group activity should be suspended or banned the 
Dean shall meet immediately with the president of the group and the Vice- 
President (Student and Academic Services) to review the situation. 


Following the mecting the Dean shall i ly inform the president of the 
group that the activity has becn suspended or banned or that the activity may 
continue. The verbal communication of the Dean's decision shall be followed 
up in writing to the president of the group and shall include reasons for the 
decision and conditions which must be met by the group before the activity will 
be permitted to continue. 


iii. The Dean shall inform the president of the group that there is a 15-calendar-day 
deadline, from the date of receipt of the Dean's written decision, to lodge an 
appeal and the Dean must provide the president of the group with the appeal 
regulations. 


iv. Any notices sent by the Dean shall be hand-dclivered at the soonest opp 
by Campus Sccurity Services to the address for the group which has been 
provided to the University or to the Appeals Coordinator. 


v. The Dean is required to notify the following persons of the suspension/banning 
of the group activity: The Vice-President (Student and Academic Services), the 
Director of Campus Security Services, the Discipline Officer, the Appeals 
Ci the Presidents of the Students’ Union and the Graduate Students’ 
Association, other Deans affected, and the IFC/PC where the group involved is 
a fraternity. A copy of the written decision shall be included in the group's file 
in the office of the Dean of Students. 


vi. Where the activity in question has violated the Code of Student Behavior, and 
where the group has not yet been charged, the Dean shall forthwith initiate 
proceedings against the group. 


b. Appeal Provisions 


i. The group may appeal the Dean's decision to the University Appeal Board 
according to the procedures sct out below.

First, they are intended to provide the maximum degree of safely 
for guests and organizers of social gatherings. Secondly, if consistently followed, they serve to decrease 
the legal liability of students, student groups and the University. Finally, they help provide for the 
orderly and cfficicnt operation and administration of the several hundred gatherings involving alcohol 
consumption which take place cach year both on and olf campus. 


The ee storage, ption and provision of alcohol are permitted only under the 


sions of the Institutional License, ding to f d kept on file at the Office of the 
Dean of Students, 
ivertising for the E 
a. While it is p issible in an ad to inform prospective patrons of the type of 


alcohol (ic, wine, beer) which is to be served at the function, the use of alcohol in an 
advertiscment as an induccment to attend and/or the promotion of over- -consumption are 
prohibited. 


b. Advertising for the event, including posters for the function, may not contain any 
reference to or contain the corporate or brand logo of a brewery, distillery, or winery. 


Alcohol Purchases 


For on-campus events held under the Institutional License, all alcohol must be purchased at an 
on-campus outlet (a list of these outlets is available at the Office of the Dean of Students). 
Alcohol not consumed at the function must be returned to the outlet at which it was purchased,
